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In discharging our duties as Selectmen we have endeavored to 
transact the business of the town in the interest of the tax payers 
in as economical manner as possible. Our bills are somewhat 
higher than last year on account of the extra labor performed in 
the appraisal of the school property of the town, and arranging 
the amounts to be remitted to each tax payer. The reduction of 
the debt the past year is $1,891.16 and there is no reason why 
it should not be as much each year for the next four years unless 
something unforeseen takes place. There is no reason why the 
reduction of the debt should not be continued, if a board of Se- 
lectmen are elected who will look out for the best interest of the 
town. We think the highway tax is not expended ina proper 
manner, it should be made a money tax, and be placed in the 
hands of an agent elected by the town or appointed by the Se- 
lectmen, and if a taxpayer desires to pay his tax ia labor the 
privilege should be granted provided he will labor at a reasonable 
price per day and do a reasonable amount of work. We also 
recommend the town to authorize the Selectmen to purchase a 
road machine, asin nearly every highway district in the town, 
one can be used to advantage. With the road machine and the 
highway tax a money tax, we think two thousand dollars will be 
ample funds for the repair of highways for the ensuing year in- 
stead of four thousand dollars as raised heretofore. 


We also recommend other appropriations as fellows : 


To pay town expenses $2,000 00 
To discharge town debts 2,000 00 
Average decrease of debt of the town trom 1875 to 1885 each 
year : 504 71 
Average decrease of debt of the town from 1885 to 1887 each 
year $2376 65 


The awount of County tax paid by the town in 1885 and 1886 
was more than one thousand dollars more, each year, than in any 
of the preceding years, if the county tax had not been increased 
the decrease in the town debt for the years 1885 and 1886 would 
have been much larger.
